further to amend certain enactments consequent on 

derecognition of Rulers of Indian States and aboli 
tion of privy purses, so as to abolish the privileges 
of Rulers and to make certain transitional provi 
sions to enable the said Rulers to adjust progres 
sively to the changed circumstances . 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty -third 
Year of the Republic of India as follows : 

1. Short title and commencement. — ( 1 ) This Act 
may be called the Rulers of Indian States ( Abolition 
of Privileges ) Act, 1972 . 

( 2 ) Save as otherwise provided in this Act , it shall 
come into force at once .

2. Amendment of Act 5 of 1898 . In section 197A 
of the Code of Criminal Procedure , 1898 , 

( a ) in sub -section ( 1 ) , for clause (b ) , the follow 
ing clauses shall be substituted , namely : - 

(6 ) " commencement of the Constitution " 
means the 26th day of January , 1950 ; and 

(C ) " Ruler " , in relation to a former Indian 
State , has the samemeaning as in article 363 of 
the Constitution . ; 

(b ) in sub - section ( 2 ) , after the words " Ruler 
of a former Indian State " , the words " before the 
commencement of the Constitution " shall be 
inserted ; 

( c ) in sub -section ( 3 ) , after the words " Ruler 
of a former Indian State " , the words " for such 
offence " shall be inserted . 


5. Amendment of Act 27 of 1957. - In the Wealth 
-tax Act , 1957, in section 5 , in sub - section ( 1 ) , 

(a ) in clause ( iu ) , for the words " any one 
building in the occupation of a Ruler declared by 
the Central Government as his official residence " , 
the words, brackets and figures " any one building 
in the occupation of a Ruler, being a building 
which immediately before the commencement of 
the Constitution ( Twenty -sixth Amendment ) Act , 
1971 , was his official residence by virtue of a de 
claration by the Central Government" shall be 
substituted with effect from the 28th day of DEL 
cember , 1971 ; 

(b ) to clause ( civ ) , the following provisos shall 
shall be added , namely : 

“ Provided that in the case of jewellery recog 
nised by the Central Government as aforesaid , 
such recognition shall be subject to the follow 
ing conditions , namely : — 

( i) that the jewellery shall be permanently 
kept in India and shall not be removed outside 
India except for a purpose and period ap 
proved by the Board ; 

( ii ) that reasonable steps shall be taken 
for keeping the jewellery substantially in its 
original shape ; 

( iii ) that reasonable facilities shall be 
allowed to any officer of Government autho 
rised by the Board in this behalf to examine 
the jewellery as and when necessary ; and 

( iv ) that if any of the conditions herein 
before specified is not being duly fulfilled , 
the Board may , for reasons to be recorded 
in writing , withdraw the recognition retros 
pectively with effect from the date of com 
mencement of clause ( b ) of section 5 of the 
Rulers of Indian States ( Abolition of Privi 
leges ) Act , 1972 and in such a case , wealth -tax 
shall become payable by the Ruler for all the 
assessment years after such commencement 
for which the jewellery was exempted on 
account of the recognition . 
Explanation . — For 

the purposes 

of 
clause (iv ) of the foregoing proviso , the fair 
market value of any jewellery on the date of 
the withdrawal of the recognition in respect 
thereof shall be deemed to be the fair market 
value of such jewellery on each successive 
valuation date relevant for the assessment 
years referred to in the said proviso : 

Provided further that the aggregate amount 
of wealth -tax payable in respect of any jewel 
lery under clause ( iv ) of the foregoing proviso 


3. Amendment of Act 5 of 1908 . In section 87B 
of the Code of Civil Procedure , 1908 , 

( a ) for sub - section ( 1 ) , the following sub- sec 
tion shall be substituted , namely : 

" ( 1 ) In the case of any suit by or against the 
Ruler of any former Indian State which is 
based wholly or in part upon a cause of action 
which arose before the commencement of the 
Constitution or any proceeding arising out of 
such suit, the provisions of section 85 and sub 
-sections ( 1 ) and ( 3 ) of section 86 shall apply 
in relation to such Ruler as they apply in rela 
tion to the Ruler of a foreign State ." ;

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for all the assessment years referred to 
therein shall not in any case exceed fifty per

6. Amendment of Act 18 of 1958. — In section 5 
of the Gift- tax Act , 1958, in sub -section ( 1) , 
clause ( vi) shall be omitted with effect from the 
1st day of April, 1973 . 


( 2 ) It shall come into force on such date as the 
Central Government may, by notification in the 
Official Gazette , appoint. 

2. Definitions. In this Act, unless the context 
otherwise requires -- 

( a ) " appointed day " means the date on which 
this Act comes into force ; 
1. (b ) “ former Secretary of State Service officer" 
-means a person referred to in sub - clause ( a ) or 
sub - clause ( b ) of clause ( 1 ) of article 312A of 
the Constitution ; 

( C ) " I.C.S. member of the Indian Administrative 
Service " means a person who was appointed to the 
Civil Service of the Crown in India known as the 
Indian Civil Service and who on the ppointed day 
is a member of the Indian Administrative Service ; 

( d ) " I.P. member of the Indian Police Service " 
means a person who was appointed to the Police 
Service of the Crown in India known as the Indian 
Police and who on the appointed day is a member 
of the Indian Police Service ; 

( e ) " pension " has the meaning assigned to it in 
clause ( 17 ) of article 366 of the Constitution . 


7. Amendment of Act 43 of 1961. - In the Income 
-tax Act , 1961, — 

( a ) in section 10 , — 

( i) after clause ( 18 ) , the following clause 
shall be inserted , namely : 

“ ( 18A ) any ex gratia payments made by 
the Central Government , consequent on the 
abolition of privy purse ;" ; 

( ii ) clause ( 19 ) shall be omitted with effect 
from the 2nd day of April, 1973 ; 

( iii ) before clause ( 20 ) , the following clause 
shall be inserted and shall be deemed to have 
been inserted with effect from the 28th day of 
December , 1971 , namely : 

" ( 19A ) the annual value of any one palace 
in the occupation of a Ruler , being a palace , 
the annual value whereof was exempt from 
income- tax before the commencement of the 
Constitution ( Twenty - sixth Amendment) Act , 
1971 , by virtue of the provisions of the 
Merged States ( Taxation Concessions ) Order , 
1949 or the Part B States ( Taxation Conces 
sions) Order , 1950 or , as the case may be, 
the Jammu and Kashmir ( Taxation Conces 
sions ) Order , 1958 : 

Provided that for the assessment year com 
mencing on the 1st day of April , 1972 , the 
annual value of every such palace in the occu 
pation of such Ruler during the relevant pre 
vious year shall be exempt from income-tax ;" 
(b ) in section 297 , in sub -section ( 2 ) , - 

( i) in clause (7) , the words " until rescinded 
by the Central Government" shall be omitted ; 

( ii) to clause (1) as so amended , the follow 
ing proviso shall be added , namely : - 

" Provided that the Central Government 
may rescind any such notification or amend 
it so as to rescind any exemption , reduction 
in rate or other modification made there 
under ; " . 


3. Conditions of service of I. C. S. members of the 
Indian Administrative Service. -- Subject to the 
other provisions of this Act , on and from the ap 
pointed day , 

( a ) the conditions of service as respects , 

( i ) remuneration , 
( ii ) leave , and 

( iii) pension ; 
(b ) the rights as respects disciplinary matters ; 
and 

( c ) the conditions of service and the rights as 
respects all other matters , 
of the I.C.S. members of the Indian Ad 
ministrative Service shall be the same as 
those of the other members of that Ser 
vice and accordingly and subject as afore 
said , the provisions of the All - India 
Services Act , 1951 and the rules and 61 of 1951 . 
regulations made or deemed to have been 
made thereunder, as in force from time 
to time, shall apply to and in relation to 
the I.C.S. members of the Indian Admi 
nistrative Service as they apply to and 
in relation to the other members of that 
Service . 


The Former Secretary of State Service Officers (Conditions 

of Service ) Act, 1972

to provide for the variation or revocation of the 

conditions of service of former Secretary of State 
Service officers in respect of certain matters and 
for matters connected therewith or incidental 
thereto . 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty - third 
Year of the Republic of India as follows : 

1. Short title and commencement . - ( 1 ) This Act 
may be called the Former Secretary of State Service 
Officers (Conditions of Service ) Act , 1972. 


4. Conditions of service of I. P. members of the 
Indian Police Service . — Subject to the other pro 
visions of this Act , on and from the appointed day, 

( a ) the conditions of service as respects , 

( i) remuneration , 
( ii ) leave, and 

( iii ) pension ; 
(b ) the rights as respects disciplinary matters ; 
and 

( c ) the conditions of service and the rights as 
respects all other matters, 
of the I.P. members of the Indian Police 
Service shall be the same as those of the 
other members of that Service and accor 
dingly and subject as aforesaid , the pro 
visions of the All- India Services Act , 1951 61 of 1951. 
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and the rules and regulations made or 
deemed to have been made thereunder , 
as in force from time to time, shall apply 
to and in relation to the I.P. members of 
the Indian Police Service as they apply 
to and in relation to the other members 
of that Service . 


5. Pay of I. C. S. members of Indian Administra 
tive Service and I. P. members of Indian Police Ser 
vice . Notwithstanding anything contained in sec 
tion 3 or section 4 , an I.C.S. member of the Indian 
Administrative Service or an I.P. member of the 
Indian Police Service, as the case may be , holding 
a post specified in the Schedule or a post declared 
by the Central Government to be equivalent to such 
post shall, for so long as he holds that post , be 
entitled to draw pay as indicated against the post 
in the Schedule .

7. Pension of I. C. S. members of Indian Adminis 
trative Service . Notwithstanding anything con 
tained in section 3 , 

( a ) an I.C.S. member of the Indian Adminis 
trative Service shall, subject to the provisions of 
section 8 and subject to the same provisions in 
regard to the right of the Central Government to 
withdraw the whole or any part of pension or to 
order recovery of pension and the same conditions 
for grant of retirement benefits , as are applicable 
for the time being in the case of other members of 
the Indian Administrative Service, be entitled on 
his retirement from service in accordance with the 
provisions of section 6 , to receive by way of 
annuity rupees thirteen thousand three hundred 
and thirty - three and one- third ; 

(b ) no death -cum -retirement gratuity benefits 
shall be available to or in respect of an I.S.C. 
member of the Indian Administrative Service un 
less such member has exercised his option for such 
benefits before the appointed day in accordance 
with the orders of the Central Government in that 
behalf and the benefits admissible to or in relation 
to an I.C.S. member of the Service who so exer 
cised his option shall be subject to the conditions 
specified in the said orders and to the same con 
ditions for grant of retirement benefits as are 
applicable for the time being in the case of other 
members of the Indian Administrative Service ; 

( C ) no family pension benefits shall be admis 
sible in relation to an I.C.S. member of the Indian 
Administrative Service unless such member exer 
cised his option in respect of such benefits before 
the appointed day in accordance with the orders 
of the Central Government in that behalf and the 
benefits admissible in relation to an I.C.S. member 
of the service who so exercised his option shall be 
subject to the conditions specified in the said 
orders ; 

( d ) the Provident Fund account of an I.C.S. 
member of the Indian Administrative Service shall 
be credited , on his retirement or previous death , 
with the same amount, if any, as would have been 
credited by way of contribution in accordance 
with the rules in force immediately before the ap 
pointed day. 


6. Retirement of 1. C. S. members of Indian Admi 
nistrative Service and I. P. members of Indian Police 
Service . -- Notwithstanding anything contained in 
section 3 or section 4 , 

( a ) an I.C.S. member of the Indian Adminis 
trative Service , unless his service has been ex 
tended before the appointed day in accordance 
with the rules and regulations then applicable or 
is extended on or after that day in accordance 
with the rules and regulations applicable to the 
other members of the Indian Administrative Ser 
vice , shall retire compulsorily , 

(i ) where he attains the age of fifty -eight 
years before the expiry of six months from the 
appointed day , on the date of expiry of the said 
period of six months or on the date on which 
he shall retire compulsorily in accordance with 
the rules applicable to him immediately before 
the appointed day, whichever date is earlier ; 

( ii) in any other case, on his attaining the 
age of fifty -eight years ; 

( b ) the Central Government shall have and 
shall be deemed always to have had the power to 
require an I.C.S. member of the Indian Adminis 
trative Service or an I.P. member of the Indian 
Police Service , in consultation with the Govern 
ment of the State on whose cadre he is borne and 
after giving to such member at least three 
months previous notice in writing , to retire in 
public interest from service on the date on which 
such member completes thirty years of qualifying 
service or attains fifty years of age or on any 
date thereafter to be specified in the notice ; 

( c ) an I.C.S. member of the Indian Adminis 
trative Service or an I.P. member of the Indian 
Police Service may, after giving at least three 
months previous notice in writing to the Govern 
ment of the State on whose cadre he is borne, retire 
from service on the date on which such member 
completes thirty years of qualifying service or 
attains fifty years of age or on any date thereafter 
to be specified in the notice : 

Provided that no member under suspension shall 
retire from service except with the specific appro 
val of the Government of the State on whose cadre 
he is borne. 


. 


8. Pension payable to former Secretary of State 
Service officers in Indian currency only . --- ( 1) No 
former Secretary of State Service officer shall be 
entitled , or be deemed ever to have been entitled , to 
claim , 

( a ) pension in sterling ; or 

(b ) that his pension shall be paid outside India ; 
or 

( c ) where his pension was expressed in sterling 
or a fixed sterling minimum was applicable in res 
pect of the pension payable to him , that his pen 
sion shall be computed in the rupee equivalent of 
the amount fixed in sterling at a rate of exchange 
exceeding the rate of rupees thirteen and one-third 
to the pound sterling . 

( 2 ) Notwithstanding any judgment, decree or 
order of any court, every former Secretary of State 
Service officer who has been paid the rupee equi 
valent or , as the case may be , the pound sterling 
equivalent of his pension by calculating such pension 
with reference to a rate of exchange exceeding the 
rate of exchange of rupees thirteen and cne- third to 


Excplanation . --- For the purposes of clause (b ) and 
clause ( c ) , " qualifying service " means service quali 
fying for purposes of pension . 
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provisions not inconsistent with the provisions of 
This Act as appear to it to be necessary or expedient : 

Provided that no such order shall be made under 
this sub -section after the expiry of three years from 
the appointed day . 

( 2 ) Every order made under sub -section ( 1) shall, 
as soon as may be after it is made, be laid before 
each House of Parliament.

ral of India , the Chairman cr other member of the 
Union or a State Public Service Commission or the 
Chief Election Commissioner as they apply to other 
former Secretary of State Service officers. 


12. Act to have overriding effect. — The provisi 
ons of this Act or of any order made thereunder 
shall have effect notwithstanding anything incon 
sistent therewith contained in any law other than 
this Act or in any rule , regulation or order or other 
instrument having effect by virtue of any law other 
than this Act . 


13. Saving of orders in respect of disciplinary 
matters . Any order in respect of disciplinary 
matters in relation to any I.C.S. member of the 
Indian Adminisrative Service or any I.P. member of 
the Indian Police Service in force immediately before 
the appointed day shall continue in force as from 
the appointed day : 

Provided that nothing in this section shall dero 
gate from the powers of the competent authority to 
vary or rescind such order .
